As a separate bill, the w heat 
penalty m odification won a r e ­ 
com m endation from the secretary 
of ag riculture and unanim ous ap­ 
proval of the senate committee. 
U nder the ex isting farm act, if 
a w heat farm er planted in ex cess 
of his acreag e allotm ent, all w heat 
g rown on the ex cess acreag e was 
subject to penalty , even if there 
was a crop failure. 
The new 
m easure would perm it the farm er 
to m arket up to norm al produc­ 
tion of his allotted acreag e w ith­ 
out penalty , even if p art of this

Senators from w heat areas said 
it would help thousands of w inter 
w heat, g row ers w ith short crops 
who decided to plant ex cess acre­ 
ag e last y ear w hen the penalty on 
ex cess production was 15 cents a 
bushel. 
L ater cong ress increased 
this penalty to an averag e of 49 
cents a bushel when it ordered 
m andatory g overnm ent loans at 
hig her levels.

Hospital Headache 


■ T IS not difficult to understand the concern of 
members of the Lincoln city council in connec­ 
tion with the affairs of the Lincoln General Hos­ 
pital. 
The overdraft which provided the subject of 
discussion at the council’s session Monday is not 
new, but it emerges into the public limelight as a 
result of the decision to pay no more bills from 
the city ’s funds. 
The overdraft now is fixed 
approximately at $175,000, of which $60,000 rep­ 
resents an outlay for the new nurses’ home, and 
$99,500 as of date of September 1, was incurred 
in operation. 
The problem is not one of the simplest form. It 
i.s complicated by the expressed conditions con­ 
tained in the Moore trust under which the Lin • 
coin General Hospital came into existence. 
The 
city obligated itself to certain financial responsi­ 
bilities. 
That obligation has been of a more diffi­ 
cult character in recent y ears. 
It would seem that the hospital board and the 
members of the council .should sit down and quietly 
talk this thing over. 
Direct supervision of man­ 
agement of the hospital has been left entirely in 
the hands of the board. 
It has had broad, dis­ 
cretionary power, and there has been no disposi­ 
tion on the part of the council to stick its fingers 
into the hospital affairs. And y et the council itself 
has some responsibility in this matter, 
A heart-to-heart chat might prove most helpful.

Q M O N G the 1941 success stories in Nebraska is 
i ~ i that of Boone county . 
After nearly ten y ears 
of crop failures Boone county is back with an ex­ 
tremely fine corn crop. 
There are some localized 
areas where hail or lack of moisture have resulted 
in poor corn but over much of the county the 
crop looks like the bonanza of old. 
At the farm of John K. 
Nelson, 
where the 
Boone county cornhusking contest is being held, 
there is a tremendously fine crop. 
Mr. Nelson’s 
hy brid fields will run very close to 50 bushels, 
bespeaking the results of competent farming opera- 
ticms coupled with w'hat the soil will do in the 
upper Shell Creek valley when there is reasonable 
moisture. 
Mr. Nelson is one of 
those 
grand 
specimens 
of a man who is a farm er from his shoe-laces 
up. 
Throughout the try ing drouth y ears he went 
ahead, drawing on all his skill and ingenuity to 
weather the storm. 
He did the job. 
Today , after 
farming a lifetime, he will still pick up a well- 
filled golden ear of com and say in deepest sin­ 
cerity , "You know, it’s good to look at corn.” 
It 
is the mark of a man who knows and loves the 
soil. 
West of Albion in the Beaver valley , George 
Packard observes that his corn crop is as fine a 
one as he has ever had and that covers a lot of 
territory . 
Some of his fields, planted to hy brids, 
will run at 50 bushels and among the candidates 
for the pickings are 35 sleek, happy piglets out of 
Spotted Poland China mothers crossed to a Hamp­ 
shire boar. 
Like Mr. Nelson, Mr. Packard is an­ 
other of that hardy breed of Nebraskans whose 
hope in the future and faith in his own soil never 
dimmed despite the ravages of low prices and 
bitter drouth.

To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star: Mrs. Vivian Minor Fleming 
aged 86, passed away at her home 
in Fredericksburg, Va. Sunday , 
Oct. 13. It wa.s Mrs. Fleming, who 
for so many y ears served as nat­ 
ional president and at present as 
honorary national 
president 
of 
Kenmore 
association; 
undertook 
the task of raising $30,000 to save 
Kenmore Mansion from destruc­ 
tion. 
The beautiful old home of Geo­ 
rge Washington’s sister, Betty , and 
her husband, Col. Fielding Lewis, 
built in 1752, was owned by E. G 
Heflin, a local contractor, in 1922. 
The house stood in the center ot 
the grounds occupy ing an entire 
block. When it was announced the 
property was tojje sold for build­ 
ing lots and the iu>use would be 
demoli.thed or else divided into 
apartments , that Mrs. 
Fleming, 
with the aid of some townswomen, 
started with renewed energy . Mrs 
Fleming 
helped 
organize 
the 
Wa.<5hington-I.ewis D. A. R. chap­ 
ter in Frederick.sburg and through 
this aid from the chapter, Mrs. 
Fleming 
as 
national 
pre.sident, 
made a nation-wide plea. Calvin 
Coolidge as vice president of the 
U. S. came to Fredericksburg and 
not only aided in preservation, 
but gave a cash donation. It was 
in 1899 that an announcement was 
made that the property in which 
the mother of George Washington 
lived, was to be sold. Mrs. Fleming 
started action to save it, and as 
a result 
the 
Mary 
Washington 
Memorial association was formed 
and the property was purchased 
and a handsome monument was 
erected there by the people of the 
U. S. 
It takes such leaders as Mrs. 
Fleming to see far ahead of just 
local benefits. These two sacred 
shrines would not be here today 
for Americans to pay visits to it 
if it had not been for our own 
Mrs. Fleming. She 
gave 
many 
thousands of dollars from her own 
pocket. 
Mi.^s Mae Pershing was Neb­ 
raska’s first state regent for Kcn- 
more association, having to resign 
as her duty , to be with her illust- 
rous brother, General Pershing, 
much of the time. Mrs. Benjamin 
G. Miller of Crete succeeded her 
Money was raised by Mrs, Miller 
to purchase an antique Chippen­ 
dale sofa which occupies a most 
prominent place in Kenmore in 
the reception hall. The late Carl 
R. Gray was one of the contribut­ 
ors of that valuable sofa. It was 
presented as the gift 
from 
the 
state of Nebraska, thus publiciz­ 
ing our state in having some part 
in restoration work 
of 
historic 
shrines. The Daughters 
of Neb­ 
raska have as 
an 
organization, 
given considerable to the upk<?ep 
of Kenmore and toward that sofa. 
Mrs. Fleming has one daughter, 
Mrs. Horace H. Smith, who is the 
national 
secretary 
of 
Kenmore 
Association and has done much 
for Kenmore and took much of 
the load off her mother during 
her failing health. 
The last time Mrs. Fleming ap­ 
peared before the national board 
of regents meeting and at the an­ 
nual meeting was in April, 1939, 
where she gave a most rousing 
speech for Kenmore to be pre- 
i*‘rved for all times. 
To remember Kenmore i.s to 
associate Mrs. Fleming with it, 
I hope we keep out of foreign 
entanglements. 
That 
was 
what 
Washington advised in 1793, as I 
have a paper published then and 
our nation was oeing agitated to 
fight a European country ; they 
were urging Washington to de­ 
clare war, that they would come 
over here and take us if he didn’t, 
but the nation was not England; 
it was Spain, a dreaded enemy 
at that time. And he admonished 
the people to avoid foreign en­ 
tanglements unless attacked. 
Later on it was Napoleon Bona­ 
parte that the American women 
and children were afraid of. They 
were told to beware of Napoleon. 
He was coming over to America 
and take the U, S. Then the chil­ 
dren were told when they were 
naughty , that if they were net 
good, Napoleon would get them 
and they were so frightened they 
would 
cry . 
This 
I 
have 
the 
records published in the early 
1800’s. 
I am more afiaid of the com­ 
munists and the Nazi of America. 
Tltey are the ones who will over­ 
throw this form of government 
and have a dictator. We now 
have over eleven hundred com­ 
munists holding jobs under the 
federal 
government. 
Not much 
more would be required to take 


us over while our minds are di­ 
verted to the trouble.# abroad. 
Remember Germany has still 
an election—but only a 1-man 
election.

There w ill be no change in the 
location of the new city dump, but 
there w ill be a change in the 
m anagem ent, and the m ethods of 
dumping, at least for the tim e 
being. 
The city council is going 
to take over the entire operation, 
and everybody, even the pickers 
are going to have to “get off.” 
That this would be done, was 
agreed upon at an inform al con­ 
ference of the council late Mon­ 
day afternoon, with Fred Goebel, 
superintendent 
of 
parks, 
and 
m anager of the dump. The agree­ 
ment will be set up as a policy 
at a special m eeting set for W ed­ 
nesday. 
Result Of Pro tests. 
The decision is the outgrow th 
of protests against the location of 
the new dum p, and dem ands by a 
large num ber of people that they 
be allowed a free hand in picking 
over the dump. 
Also involved is 
proposal by Homer C. M ills- 
paugh that he be given a con­ 
tract for exclusive right to op­ 
erate the place. 
As explained by m em bers of 
the council, the new arrangem ent 
was decided upon when it was 
learned 
that for m any m onths 
garbage haulers have been sal­ 
vaging all m etal, and other refu.sc 
of value before it reaches the 
dump. 
The change w ill not alter 
the present m ethod of collection. 
As explained by Max Kier, city 
attorney, who attended the con­ 
ference, the council W ednesday 
will nullify a contract under which 
M illspaugh 
has 
been 
operating 
the dum p for several years, but 
which has run out. 
Asked 
if 
the 
city 
has 
the 
equipm ent to handle the refuse 
and convert it to com m ercial use. 
Mayor Johnson explained, “E very­ 
thing will go into the trench.” He 
also said that “we will continue 
filling the ravine now being used 
as a ‘landfill.’ ” 
It is the purpose, the m ayor 
said, to reclaim that ground, and 
then 
open 
the 
“sanitary 
fill” 
ditches. 
A fter the land is re ­ 
claimed it i.s intended to plant 
it to grass, and create a screen of 
trees between the dum p ground 
and the highw ay which skirts the 
northern edge of the city’s prop­ 
erty. 
A factor in the decision of the 
council, the m ayor said, “is the 
tact that the city has always ex­ 
perienced trouble in the operation 
of the dum p, along old lines. 
We 
have decided that a city dum p is 
no place for a person to m ake a 
living by taking refuse m atter.” 
That is why the council w ill 
elim inate the independent pickers, 
the m ayor stated.
